Verbal clashes' between attorneys 
representing railroad carriers and 
shippers enlivened the differential 
freight rate hearing today. 
W. A- Disque, rate examiner for 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and 
Clarence E. 
Gilmore, 


chairman of the Texas railroad 
commission, admonished attorneys 
several times to cease objections 
and present the 
testimony more 


rapidly. 
The first time came when ship- 
pers called W. A. Weeks, auditor 
for the Texas railroad commission 
as a witness. Attorneys Robert A. 
Thompson for the Texas Pacific 
objected to Weeks as a witness 
for the shippers and was repri- 
manded by Examiner Disque, who 
held employes of the commission 
were the best witnesses for both 
carriers and shippers as they were 
thoroughly qualified 
to interpret 


the records as filed by both con- 
testants. 
A L. Reed, attorney for the Tex- 


as Industrial Traffic league, charg- 
ed the Texas and Pacific had re- 
fused to give him certain records 
of freight shipments and he used 
the only means of getting it by 
summoning Weeks as a witness.

He 
testified that on first class freight 
out of St. Louis, it cost the ship- 
per only 14 cents more per 100 
pounds than to jyclnts In Texas 
not In the differential territory. He 
said the railroads were justified in 
getting this higher rate on 
the 
longer haul and that the railroads 
had spent millions of dollars in 
giving the valley the best railroad 
service possible. 
Bordelon also justified the extra 
charge 
because 
railroads pass 


through more than 100 miles 
of 
unsettled country north of the val- 
ley which returns no revenue to 
the companies.

Miss Dickey explained, is that we 
will be responsible for them if we 
do not do_*ur duty toward them. 
The speaker stated that the King 
will come only when

are 
enough saved souls to fill the King- 
dom, 
and It is our duty to fill the 
Kingdom as soon as poslble. 


Rev. W. E. S. James, moderator 


of San Antonio, explained many 
ways how people may win last souls 
to God. He declared that Jesus 
Christ came to this world and lived 
among a narrow, bigoted people, 
but triumphed because he had the 
spirit of God in •(lew. 
The speaker explained that In 
special revival services there is a 
joy arid spiritual quickening that is 
gotten in no other way. "I have 
been told," the Rev. Mr. James de- 
clared, "that the day of revivals is 
over, but I do not believe that it 
will be over until the day of the 
coming of our Lord."

his general order No. 6, directing 
that persons part of the organized 
and entrenched criminal ring be 
retained in custody until the ring 
has been suppressed, and obedience 
to law restored. 


Held Members of Ring. 
It further set forth that the gen- 


eral "became convinced and is now 
convinced that prisoners held under 
the order were and are members 
of the criminal ring and if not ar- 
rested, or if released, would contin- 
ue to be so and to foment and keep 
alive the condition of insurrection 
and lawlessness existing in Hutch- 
inson county, to suppress which the 
militia of the state of Texas has 
been requisitioned and called into 
action." 
General Wolters, the teply said, 


Intends to release the prisoners in 
question "as soon aa the same can 
be safely done with relation to the 
suppression of the existing state of 
insurrection and lawlessness 
in 
Hutchinson county. The prisoners 
ara to be turned over to civil au- 
thorities to be dealt with in the or- 
dinary course of justice." 


The petition presented by attor- 
neys for the prisoners contended 
the offenses against all were bail- 
able cases. It cited bonds of $1,000

•Our grandmothers were concern- 
ed about their souls: their grand- 
daughters 
are 
concerned about 
their bodies, 
today's real 


"How to Reduce" is 
"woman question;" 
and one fraught wtih peril to the 
next generation, say the physi- 
cians. If the present yearly ex- 
'lense of; "beauty parlors"—which 
iirtalnly, to judge by the evidence, 
are not returning value for the 
money received—could be halved 
with the Christian mission boards, 
the enterprise, of world evangeli- 
zation would be straightway quad- 
rupled, 


•Men are not much behind wo- 
men in this concern for the physi- 
cal. 
The largest .single depart- 
ment of every newspaper in the 
•jand is that devoted to sports. In 
order to learn the news of our 
colleges nowadays one must turn 
to the sporting 
pages. "Keeping 
physically fit" has 
become 
the 
major interest of millions of men. 


• "Fit for .what?" I asked myself, 
when a. wealthy acquaintance said 
to me at luncheon in a golf club 
one" day, "I just must have my 
d'aily golf in order to'keep fit." Be- 
fore he inherited money that man 
was a useful public servant: now 
he' gives his 
days 
to. the golf 
course, In order to "keep fit" to 
play more golf! So far as the big 
world ;is concerned, he Is "fit" for 
nothing. One *"Fit" Athlete 
In a swimming pool, last week, 
I saw a magnificent specimen of 
physical young '..manhood, tanned 
from a, whole season's exposure to 
the sum. -"Who fa he, and what 
doeshe do to justify1, his existence?" 
I asked my young companion. The 
latter grinned: "He is Blank, a 
well-known college 
athlete. 
He 
was offered an athletic scholarship 
at S&& college, which certainly 
makes it easy for football 'candi- 
dates to enter; but this felow could 
not pass a single entrance require- 
ment, and S&& turned him down. 
But he was admitted to 
and

(consequences—Inquiring of anoth- 
er food faddist "What 
was that 
'Diet of Worms' that made Martin 
Luther so strong? I've tried a diet 
bran, a diet of nuts, a diet of 
w vegetables, a diet of liquids, 


.nd now I am wondering how a 
diet of worms could be prepared 
so that It would help me." Every- 
body knows the twin conversation 
al pests, who talk either about 
their ailments or about their lat- 
est "health food." 
Our Heathen Body-Worship 


We have gone farther than ever 
the ancient Greeks In our cult of 
the body. 
The. latest philosophy 
to command 
wide allegiance is 
"Behaviorism," which reduces both 
mind and soul to a mere series of 
physical 
reactions, our modern 
literature Is soaked with bodyism, 
of fleshllrtess. Physical sensations 
are set forth as paramount. The 
end of all being, accorded to the 
day's popular fashion, is to get a 
"kick1 out of life. The Ten Com- 
mandments, and the accumulated 
wisdom of the human race, are 
airily brushed aside if they, stand 
In the way of our present pursuit 
of carnal tltlllation. In addition 
to coddling the carcass, to the neg- 
lect of the 
intellect and of the 
spirit, the fashion Is to make the 
sensations of the body the major 
end of life. 
Let It be said In plain words 
that,, this body worship Is stark 
paganism, and wholly contrary to

cross, the Bible's record is of great 
souls who counted not their physi- 
cal lives dear unto themselves. 
What the Bible Really Teaches 
History has forgotten the hordes 
of Roman gladiators, physically as 
fine as the numbskull college ath- 
lete of the swimming pool, but it 
remembers the ascetic monk Tele- 
machus, whose heroic spirit stop- 
ped the 
whole brutal 
practice. 
Thinking 
persons 
cherish 
the 
memory of Stelnmetz, the "wizard" 
of electricity, who made a. perma- 
nent contribution tot human wel- 
fare, despite histwlsted body; and 
they lay literary laurels upon the 
grave of Robert Louis Stevenson, 
who wrote masterpieces on a sick- 
bed. 


Greatest of all the disciples of 
Jesus-was the Apostle Paul, whose 
afflicted body was forced by his 
doaiinant will through such adven- 
tures and hardships and heroisms 
as have scarcely ever fallen to the 
lot of man. Henry Ford may not 
know much about history, but he 
has abundant 
historical warrant 


for his recent remark that "By the 
time a man reaches seventy, he 
ought to have something a great 
deal more valuable than physical 
strength." 


One reason, and one only, does 
the Scripture set forth for physical 
fitness, as in the case of Daniel: 
that the body may be an effective 
agent of the soul. The New Testa- 
ment argues that our bodies are 
not to be defied, because they are 
the temples of the Holy Spirit. A 
Christian ' writer 
summed 
the 
teachings up in a sentence: "We 
have bodies, but we are souls." 
Only once does the Bible specifi- 
cally touch 'upon the subject of 
physical fitness and that Is In the 
familiar word of Paul to Timothy, 
"Bodily exercise profiteth little." 
The Revised Version suggests the 
alternative, "Bodily exercise prof- 
iteth 
a little.'- The Weymouth 
Translation renders the meaning 
as "Exercise for the body is not 
useless, but godliness is useful in 
every respect." Clearer seems the 
way Dr. Moffatt 
interprets the 
Greek oriignal: "The training of 
the body is of small service, but 
religion is of service In all direc- 
tions."

He 
Lsaid the people in Christ's times did 
'not realize what was happening in 
the way of antagonism between 
people and nations. 
They were 
spoken of as hopeless days. God 
sensed the trouble o nearth, and 
placed a little baby, Jesus Christ, 
fn the world to bring peace to men. 
This baby that he sent, embodied 
the traits of both God and man. 
During the time of Christ s life 
the people on earth could not be 
made to realize that God was per- 
sonified in Christ, but could see 
only the man. In the present times, 
•people cannot be made to see God 
In life, but only the worldly side of 
It 
We are not to pass judgment 


on the people in Christ's time for 
not seeing God in him, because we 
can not see it now. 
Should Pray lor Power. 
Now we should pray to get pow- 
er to see God. At Easter time we 
hope to create a spirit that will mo- 
mentarily stop the world and make 
Jt see the crucifixion in the light of 
God Instead of three dead men. We 
are going to achieve this by study, 


s prayer and ^preaching. There is a 
marvelous divine power, the speak- 
er said, when'men kneel down and 
accept Christ in the sight of God, 
rather than in the sight of man. 
When we worship at the foot of 
Christ, as Mis disciples did, we be- 
come cleansed.^ Christ may be call- 
ed a God-Man, because he was 
crushed by man, and had all physi- 
cal attributes of man, but was rais- 
•ed by God, and had the cleansing 
'power of God. The disciples could 
see no way to become cleansed aft- 
'er Christ's crucifixion, 
so 
they 


S 


rayed for 50 days, after which 
me they came forth changed men, 
and refreshed with the spirit of 
God. 
At that time no one who 
saw the outpouring of God's spirit 
•remained untouched. 
This over- 
flowing spirit did not come in a 
sensational way, but came quietly, 
'•trongly and surely, into lives of 
consecrated men, the Rev. James 
declared.

Frances Turner, Harlene Sartorls, 
Katherine Bolz and Addle McGuf- 
fln.. Investigators say they have 
evidence to Indicate the women 
are dead, and are attempting 
to 
learn In what mnner they died and 
where they were burled. 
Mrs. Turnea and Mrs. Sartorls 


were said by investigators probably 
to have been burled In Ventura, 
Cal. Mrs. McGuffin, a 66-year-old 
widow, was reported to have left 
the colony three weeks ago.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—W— 


President Hoover and Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald looked forward to- 
day, 
not only to effecting the An- 


glo-American naval accord through 
a five-power agreement, but to ac- 
tive consideration of the old prob- 
lem of freedom of the seas and oth- 
er "historical problems" of the two 
nations. 
It was for this reason that the 
British statesman was able to end 
his visit to the American capital 
today with a trace of fatigue on his 
face but happy over the frank talks 
he has had with President Hoover. 
He will linger a while In Ameri- 
ca—visiting 
Philadelphia, 
New 
York, Buffalo and Niagara Falls— 
before again entering upon British 
soil to confer with McKenzie King, 
of Canada, the first of the Domin- 
ion prime ministers whom he will 
consult on problems discussed In 
his conversations in Washington. 
Statements Issued jointly by the 
president and Mr. MacDonald and 
singly by the prime minister indi- 
cate these problems cover a wide 
range and encompass that 
one 
which has been the eource of re- 
curring controversy for more than 
a century—freedom of the seas. 
"We approach old historical prob- 
lems from a new angle and in a 
new atmosphere," said the Joint 
statement. "On the assumption 
that war between us Is banished, 
and that conflicts between our mili- 
tary and naval forces can not take 
place, these problems have changed 
their meaning and character, and 
their solution, in ways satisfactory 
to both countries, has become pos- 
sible." 
Announcement was made that 
the American and British govern- 
ments would begin conversations 
upon them, following the 
same 
method as that pursued on naval 
limitation which resulted in their 


agreement on parity, or equality of 
strength, as between the two na- 
tions in each category of war craft. 
Both this joint pronouncement 
and that given later by Mr. Mac- 
Donald alone emphasized the treaty 
to renounce war as an Instrument 
of national policy had been made 
the basis for future relations be- 
tween the two governments. 


"We have both agreed to con- 
stantly keep the pact in front of 
us," 
Mr. MacDonald said, "and to 
use it for the purpose of coming 
to agreement on subjects which 
have defied agreement up to now. 
"In consequence of that I take 
with me to London a series of 
questions all of which are now to 
be the subject of study by the va- 
rious departments concerned and of 
consideration between the domon- 
ions and ourselves with the object 
of coming to agreement upon them. 


"All this haa been arrived at, not 
for the purpose of dividing Ameri- 
ca and ourselves from the rest of 
the world, but rather to enable each 
of us to be more effective than ev- 
er in co-operating with oher na- 
tions to establish the security of 
peace." 


After concluding his five days of 
conferences with President Hoover 
and other government officials, Mr. 
MacDonald had a rather.short talk 
with Senator Borah, of Idaho, chair- 
man of the senate foreign relations 
committee, concerning some of the 
formost question of foreign rela- 
tions. 
Freedom of the seas and recog- 
nition of the Russian soviet govern- 
ment are foreign policy questions 
uppermost in the mind of the sen- 
ator, and since he and Mr. MacDon- 
ald are old friends there was no 
doubt they talked 
about , these 
things. Senator, Borah said his 
conversation at an Informal tea at 
the British embassy had been high- 
ly satisfactory. _

Storlnr Dahlia* Over Winter. 
By D. VICTOR LUMSDEN 
U. 8. Dept. of Agriculture. 
Dahlia plants are usually unfit 


for further blossoming after the 
first general rost in the fall, but 
by putting a temporary shelter ov- 
er the plants on nights when the 
early frosts occur 
It I* possible 
to prolong tho blooming season for 
a week or more. 
Eventually, however, the foliage 
will show the 
blackening which 
means frost Injury, so, at the first 
opportunity, the roots should be 
dug and be put in storage for the 
winter. 


Good soil produces an abundance 


of tubers and care must be exer- 
cised In digging so that the roots 
are not damaged in lifting them 
from the soil. Start digging well 
out from the plant and gradually 
comb away the soil until the tubers 
are encountered. Cut the tops of 
:he plants off about 8 to 12 Inches 
from the crown. 
Allow the tubers to dry In an 
airy and light place for 
a 
few 
hours after removing all the soil 
which adhered to them. This ex- 
josure dries out the surfaces of 
the tubers and tends to prevent 
decay that might start if. they are 
stored Immediately.

Hsher, lawyer and politician. 


Born In Van Zandt „ 
He was born on a farm near 
Canton. Van Zandt county, Texas, 
Oct. 26, 1872. His parents, Wiley 
Coleman Gilmore and Sarah (Mon- 
roe) 
Gilmortf were financially un- 


able to give their son the ad- 
vantages 
they hoped to 
afford 


him. 
This did not cramp the am- 
bition of young Clarence, how- 
ever. He hauled wood to town 
and sold it, using the proceeds to 
purchase school books. He swept 
floors of the school building and 
built the fires for his tuition after 
passing the free school age. 
Educated In the public schools 


of Canton, he later took a short 
term in the University of Texas 
to round out a course of home 
study in law. He clerked In stores, 
taught 
school three years and 
worked in the postofflce at Wills 
Point and Canton. 


Enters Newspaper Field. 
In 1894 Mr. Gilmore acquired 
a half interest in the Wills Point 
Chronicle with George T. Spears. 
Later the two owned, In addition, 
the Canton Herald for a short 
time. The partnership bought the 
Wichita Times in 1898. In 1899 Gil- 
more and Spears dissolved part- 
nership, Gilmore 
retaining 
the 
Times and Spears the Chronicle. 
Later Mr. Gilmore sold the Tirnes 
and moved back to Wills Point. 
In 1899 -he purchased the Chron- 
icle and owned and edited It un- 
til 1913, when he retired 
from 
the newspaper business to prac- 
tice law. He was a printer by 
trade and did much of the me- 
chanical as well as editorial work 
while In the newspaper business. 
He was elected president of the 
Texas Press Association In 1908 
and was general attorney for the 
association for many years. 


Admitted to Bar. 
Mr. Gilmore was admitted to 
the bar in 1912 and practiced law 
until 1919, when ho became a 
member of the Texas Railroad 
Commission, having been elected 
for a six-year term. He was elect- 
ed chairman of the commission 
In 1923 after the death of Allison 
Mayfleld, 
chairman 
for 
many 
years. He was tendered a place 
on the Board of Mediation at 
Washington In 1926 by President 
Coolidge, but declined. 
A life-long democrat, Mr. Gil- 
more , took an interest in poli- 
tics early in life. He was nom- 
inated 
for 
county surveyor 
of 
Van Zandt before he was 21, 
but declined. He was elected to 
the House of Representatives from 
the flotorial district composed of 
Kaufman, Rains and Van Zandt 
counties in 1906 and re-elected in 
1908 
and 1910. He served two terms 


on the House appropriations com- 
mittee. In 1909 he was chairman 
of the penitentiary investigating 
committee which Kiade a thorough 
study of the State penal system 
and at a special session rewrote 
the laws governing it 
He was 


defeated for Speaker of the House 
in the 32nd legislature.
